. Wasnincton, D, C., March 10,—The scan-

Senators in Sugar stocks culminated yester- 
day in the introduction of a Senate resolu- 
tion calling for a full Investigation of the 
charges that have been current sinte the 
Senate ¢inance Committee began considera- 
tion ofthe sugar schedule. The resolution, 
which was introduced by Mr. Peffer of Kan- 
gas, caused a decided stir, and was the sub- 
ject of much discussion in the corridors and 
cloak-rooms during the day’s session. So 
far as Mr. Peffer is concerned, the denials of 
Messrg. Vest and McPherson entered on 
Wedresday are evidently not conclusive. 
The full text of the resolution Is as follows: 
TEXT OF THE RESOLUTION, 
“‘Whereas,It ls charged in many of the most 
influential and widely circulated newspapers 
of the country, and from them copied in the 
rural press, that some vne or more members 
ofthis body were actively participating in 
recent transactions on the New York Stock 
Exchange relating to the purchasing and 
gelling of shares of stock in an organization 
known as the Sugar Trust; and, 

**Whereas, It is alleged in said newspapers, 
and is being 80 copied in the rural pregs, that 
the said members of this body, in their own 
personal interest and for thetr own selfisn 
purposes, made use of knowledge and infor- 
mation, procured by and through their 
official relations as Senators, to influence 
prices of shares in the Sugar Trust on the 
Stock Exchange in the transactions afore- 
said; and, 

‘*Whereas, It is alleged, further, in the 
manner before mentioned and is Wirg so 
circulated among the people, that the said 
Senators did, by reason of the transactions 
above referred to and their connection there- 
with, acquire large gains and profits; and, 

‘*Whereas, The gravity of these charges 
and allegations is sufficient to require that 
they be fully, impartially and promptly in- 
YVestigated to the end tliat the truth concern- 
ing them may oe ascertained and made 
known and the honor and dignity of the Sen- 
ate preserved; therefore, 

‘*Resolved, That a select committee of five 
members ofthe Senate be appointed by the 
President of the Senate, whvuse duty it shall 
te to proceed without unnecessary delay to 
make a thorough investigation of said 
charges and report the testimny and ev!i- 

“dence witn their conclusions thereon at as 
early a day *s practicable, and the said com- 
Miittee, or uanuy © *ub-committee thereof, 
Shall have power to sc" for persons and 
oheeyt to administer oaths, <nd perform all

ATTRACTING MUCH ATTENTION. 


The Large Tonmage of Sugar Arriving at 
Eastern P rts. 

New YorK, March 10.—The large number of 
vessels arrivingat this port from the West 
Indies within the last two weeks has, in con- 
nection with the violent fluctuation in the 
stock of the sugar trust, attracted consider: 
able attention. It has never before been 
necessary tocharter steamers from regular 
lines to carry the sugar crop, but this season 
several of the Southern Pacific Co.’s boats 
have been pressed into service and have been 
making recular trips to Cuban ports. 

For the week ending March 7 there were re- 
ceived at the three sugar ports of New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston 56,802 tons of 2,240 
pounds each, which was an increase of 13,003 
tons over the corresponding week of iast 
year. 

The rushing forwara of the Cuba crop is 
allezed to be due to the fact that the crop is 
excessively large and must be brought to 
market. That the crop is larger ts shown by 
figures from Cuba, which give a production 
this season of 899,000 tons against 842,000 tons 
last year, and 326,000 tons for 1592. 

For the first elent days of March, thirty-six 
vessels arrived at New York with sugar from 
Cuba and other WestIadian ports and Bra- 
zil. This fleet was composed of ten steamers, 
nine barks, one — and sixteen schooners, 
the noteworthy pe nt being the number of 
the steamers, which, while decreasing the 
number of arrivals, carry much larger car- 
goes and accomplish more work at less ex- 

ensethan the smaller craft. The week’s 
m ports were valued ax $3,757,402 at the three 
ports, of which New York’s share was $1,970,-

A MURDER MYSTERY 


Disappearance and Death of Mary Kens- 
mann at Kansas City. 


HER HUSBAND AND AW PRENOWN WO- 
MAN UNDER ARREST. 


The Dead Woman Had Been Strangled 
and Then Chiloroformed—She Carried 
$5,000 Insurance On Her Life—Poli- 
cies Adjusted Just Previous to Her 
Death—Diedrick Kensmann’s Past 
History. . 


Kansa8S City, Mo., Mareh 10.—The police 
have arrested Diedrick Kensmann and an 
unknown woman on the charge of having 
murdered Mrs. Mary Kensmann, who was 
found deadand frozen ina vacant Louse at 
1425 Baltimore avenue, Feb. 22, 

Mrs. Kensmann ieft her home at 804 Wash- 
ington street Tuesday, Feb. 22, and, strange 
to say, her husband became alarmed soon 
after, and tola the police that he believed 
she bad eloped with another man and taken 
with her $700 belonging to bim. 

Thursday the body was found. The woman 
had been strangied andthen chloroformed 
and robbed of @ watch and the $700 in money, 
which had been forcibly taken trom her. In 
their haste the murderers broke her watch 
chain, There were no visible marks of 
violence, though the wall of the room in 
which the woman lay was sprayed with 
blood, 

The crime proveda deep mystery to the 
police. Mrs. Kenmann’s life was insured for 
$5,000, and the policies had been adjusted 
just a few days prior to her death, Kensmanna 
made a demand for payment three days 
after his wife’s death and this, coupled with 
his contradictory statements and strange 
actions, caused him to be suspected, g Hence- 
forth he was shadowed night and day, 

Aman anda woman had been seen enter- 
ing the vacant house the day Mrs. Kensmann 
disappeared, 

Kensmann ¢ame here from Omaha last De. 
cember. He is a German and a tallor by 
profession. He came to America from 
Prussia seven years ago, and lived in Chicago 
until last fall, when he moved to Omaha. 
While livingon Cass avenue Kensmann, 80 
his wife afterwards said, tried to asphyxiate 
her, The timely arrival of neighbors and the 
assistance of physicians saved her from, 
death.

BY THREE MEN. 


A Woman Claims to Have Been Assaulted 
Near Jefferson Barracks. 


News of a brutal outrage in the vicinity of 
Jefferson Barracks last night reached Caron- 
delet this morning. Night Operator Taylor 
of the Jefferson Barracks ratlroad station 
was startied abont 10 o’clock last night by 
the entrance of a woman about 80 years of 
age who seemed to be in great pain. 
She stated that she had started to walk 
from St. Louls to Hot Springs, Ark., and 
that she had been assaulted by Ove inen a 
half mile north of the Barracks station.

A DEMOCRATIC PROTEST. 


We reprint to-day some extracts from 
the Democratic State press on.the subject 
of the approaching Democratic OConven- 
tion. They are interesting reading for all 
Democrats, but especially for the poli-

These extracts show that the men who 
constitute the bone and sinew of the Dem- 
ocratic party of the State are taking alarm.

Little time is given for 
organization and preliminary work, so 
that all the advantages will be on the side 
of the professional politicians, the office- 
holders and the political railroad attorneys. 
The action of the committee is regarded 
asasortof snap arrangement fora snap 
convention, which will enable the rail- 
roadsand the Administration machine to 
work out their will before the voters can 
take steps to protect themselves and the 
party. 

But there is a deeper significance in the 
expressions of the Democratic press, They 
indicate widespread and intense feeling 
among the Democrats against any attempt 
to coerce the party intg subservient re- 
pudiation of its principles or into direct or 
indirect condemnation of representatives 
who have been faithful to their trusts, 
There is also deep-seated jealousy of any 
railroad manipulation of the party. 

The railroad attorneysand cuckoo poli- 
ticians may take warning that if they 
succeed in manipulating the convention 
and the party organization in their inter- 
ests they will have an unpleasant account- 
ing with the voters at the polls.

A MUNICIPAL SUBWAY. 
The prospects for a municipal subway 
ought to be considerably improved by the 


bold stand taken by the Western Union. 


The refusal of that company to put its 
wires under ground, except upon its own 
terms andin its own conduit, reduces the 
issue to the question whether all the wires 
shall be put in one conduit owned and 
operated by the city, or each company 
shall as it chooses and when it chooses 
tear up the streets and occupy whatever 
space it may be able to grab, 

The latter of these alternatives is not to 
be entertained fora moment, Besides the 
repeated disturbances of the streets there 
would be franchise bills necessary for each 
of the corporations. These would have the 
usual experience of franchises granted to 
private corporations to perform public ser; 
vices. Like most similar billsin the past 
they would be the signal for boodling and 
blackmailing, In the interest of morality 
and decency we cannot afford to consider 
any more franchises of this character. 

But besides the corruption which will 
be sure to follow the passage of private 
subway legislation, it should be remem- 
bered that little or no revenue can be ex- 
pected trom the companies if each of them 
builds and maintains its own conduit, This 
by itself ought. to be conclusive against 
such a policy both with the Assembly and 
the tax-payers. A municipal subway can 
be made a revenue producer of constantly 
growing value. There are legal and finan- 
cial preliminaries to arrange before the 
city can undertake the work, but if the 
proper energy and intelligence are em- 
ployed these can be easily caredfor. The 
work can be done a block at a time, if no 
faster, and as it is completed the wires 
buried. And with every advance there 
will be @ reduction of the tax-payers’ bur- 
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ators will be of public service should the 
Peffer resolution for an investigation of 
Senatorial morality be adopted. 

Senators whose names have been con- 
nected with the recent speculation in 
Sugar Trust shares cannot afford to oppose 
this resolution. They cannot afford to do 
anything but support it with all their 
might. Public attention has been thor- 
oughly aroused by the scandal and only 
the most hardened and brazen politician 
can treat the matter with ‘‘an amused 
smile.’’ 

The investigation will be useful not only 
to fix the guilt orinnogence of the accused 
Senators, but to throw a flood of light 
upon the methods employed by large 
moneyed interests in getting through leg- 
islation antagonistic to the public welfare. 
Evidence has been accumulating for sev- 


eral years past that in the opinion of many | 


eminent politicians statesmanship is only 
a matter of finafice, private finance at that, 
and the sooner we get a few ‘‘object les- 
sons’’ the sooner shall we be in a po- 
sition to check the flood of 
corruption which, if not stopped, 
will overwhelm the country. The Senate 
and every other legislative assembly in 
the country must be purged of members 
retained in private interests, stockholders 
in corporations or partners in firms asking 
favors of the Government, before legisla- 
tion can be disinterested and solely for 
public purposes and for the public welfare, 

If this investigation is made thorough, 
if itis designed as anything but a white- 
washing dodge, it can be made the first 
step towards better morals and a finer 
sense of honor than now prevail in public 
life.

pay exactly half of what St. Louisans pay.

Over 300 towns inthe Proviace of Quebec 
can be reached from Montreal by telephone, 
while St. Louls bas connection with less than 
one-sixth this number of outlying towns. 
Montreal is connected with points over 200 
miles away on the ordinary circuit. Nothing 
of this Kind ts Known here. Then such 
things as desk telephones are provided in 
business offices; such a convenience we 
never see in St. Louls. The constant buzz- 
ing which is an everlasting annoyance in the 
local service does not exist in the Montreal 
service even during the heaviest snow- 
storms, as I found from personal experience. 
The plea of the local company that the buzz- 
ing comes from overhead wires seems totally 
unfounded, because the wires in Montreal 
are all overhead. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I will show the 
financial side of the telephone business in 
the Dominion of Canada forthe year ending 
Dec. 31, 1898. The gross earnings for that 
year were $961,174 and total expenses $236, 383, 
leaving net earnings amounting to $724,7¥1. 
The capital stock is $2,421,000, the net earn- 
ings equaling 30 percent on same. In 1look- 
ing over this showing it should be borne in 
mind thatall business enterprises in that 
country are greatly handicapped by heavy 
taxes and Governmental regulations. The 
above figures simply show how we telephone 
subscribers are being robbed. Under such 
circumstances Mr. Durant has no room for 
complaint as tothe expense of placing the 
telephone wires underground. it would be 
a good idea, by the way, for the local com- 
pany to be compelled to show up its gross 
earnings and expenses.

WHITE Ptains, N. Y., March 10.—For sev- 
eral years James B. Colgate of New York 
gave free use ofa building in this city tothe 
Messiah Baptist Church, colored, of which 
W. A. Conway wasthe pastor. Early in 1892 
the church members quarrelead over Pastor 
Conway and Mr. Colgate served notice upon 
him that he must vacate the pulpit. 

In spite of this Conway continued to preach 
and on March 6, 1892, E. O. Carpenter, repre- 
senting Mr. Colgate, sent a policeman into 
the pulpit, who laid his hand lightly on Con- 
way's arm to attract his attention, Conway 
asked if he was under arrest. He recelveda 
negative reply. 

‘*Then you are assaulting me and disturb- 
ing the meeting,’’ replied the preacher.
